A search for Amelia Earhart 
and ‘her navigator, Fred Noonan; 
lost last July in the South Pa- 
cific, is planned to take place as 
soon aS necessary arrangements 
ean be made by E. H. Dimity, 
president of the Amelia Earhart 
Foundation. In spite of the spec- 
tacular search made by the navy 
following the fateful ending of 
the round-the-world flight, many 
of Miss Earhart’s friends feel 
that she and her navigator may 
possibly still be alive, eking out 
an existence on some atoll, un- 
discovered by the navy planes 
which worked under exceedingly 
difficult conditions of weather 
and a time limit set by supplies 
carried by their mother ship. 


While negotiations for peace in 
Spain are somewhat promising, 
there is still the possibility that 
this war may explode into the 
gravest sort of international row. 
Despite Mussolini’s token with- 
drawals, large numbers of Italian 
troops remain in Spain, and Fas- 
cist air force and technical ad- 
visers are still entrenched both 
on the mainland and in the Bal- 
earics. In sum, Italy and Ger- 
many can resume full interven- 
tion on a day’s notice, and will. 
do so if any sort of Loyalist vic- 
tory, on the battlefield or in ne- 
gotiations, begins to appear like- 
ly. And now, according to a re- 
liable report, Franco has been 
promised Italian and ‘German 
submarines to blockade the Loy- 
alists as soon as possible or as 
soon as he wins belligerency re- 
cognition, 


Airmail letters from Shanghai 
say at least one secret organiza- 
tion of Chinese patriots has now 
been ‘so elaborately organized 
that many further attacks on 
those who have cast their lot 
with the Japanese may be ex- 
pected. Despite capture of many 
killers of Japanese puppets, the 
organization hasn’t been deterred 
and will make new attempts 
whenever the Japanese relax 
their vigilant guarding of the 
puppets.
